The  London  Times  tlie  task,  which  his  country 
baa  on  hand  In  dereloplnf  that  stretch  of  land 
III  Lnbi  .trior  v^hi<-h.  1  '.V  definitely  under  New- 
foundlands Jurisdiction.  It  U  an  area  of  120,000 
aquare  miles,  containing  Taat  and  Tarled  re- 
sources. Mr.  Gordon  'u"-  <int  tha»  I.ahrndor 
"possesses  a  single  great  series  of  power  r< 
sources  which.  If  harnessed,  could  produce  ai 
most  as  much  electricity  as  all  the  existing 
plants  In  the  Dominion  '  It  contains  Immense 
ore  bodies  of  hematite,  magnetite  and  slderlte. 
rich  In  manganese.  The  yield  of  metallic  Iron 
Ls  estimated  as  varying  between  forty  and  fifty- 
five  per  cent.  Mr.  Gordon  beUeves  that  the  suc- 
etiB  which  has  attended  the  manufacture  of 
electrolytic  steel  on  th'  i«  «Uan  side  of  the  Alps 
can  ba  reproduced  in  i.auiuUor. 

The  moat  reliable  source  of  wealth  that  awaits 
exploitation  in  Labrador  is  the  vast  tract  of 
aprueat,  birch,  fir,  poplar  and  other  trees  In  the 
basin  of  the  Hamilton  River  and  other  parU  of 
the  territory.  There  arc  possibilities  of  exten<;ivc 
pulp  and  pa|>er  industries,  a  fact  of  particular 
moment  conaldertng  the  denudation  of  forest 

iUppllcs  throuKhnut  the  rest  of  the  continent. 
Then  there  are  the  fisheries  of  Labrador,  which 
hitherto  have  been  the  main  economic  buttress 
of  the  community.  The  fisheries  have  bMa  re- 
aponaible  for  busy  hives  of  industry.  The  lealing 
Industry  yields  oU  and  sklna.  and  thart  la  a  pro- 
I  afoot  for  the  Importation  of  reindeer,  which 
in  Alaska,  have  yielded  a  very  profitable  return 
for  their  venison  and  hides.  Labrador.  Mr.  Gor- 
don polnt.s  out.  will  never  be  an  auric vdtural 
country,  but  it  can  produce  a  variety  of  food- 
stuffs. To  brlnpt  all  Its  reaoUree.s  into  play  it 
needs  traiKsportatlon  It  needs  a  railway  to  tide- 
water at  Hamilton  Inlet.  A  charter  already 
exists  for  a  line  from  there  to  the  Grand  Falla 
area,  which  could  ultimately  be  extended  through 
the  hintoilnnd  to  Quebec  City  In  all.  Labrador 
Is  a  land  of  immense  potentialities,  wlilch  Mr. 
Gordon  describee  aa  "only  awaiting  InteUlgent 
and  ecnttomic  development  to  become  a  great 

Imperial  as.set."

It  was  Dr  Johnson  who  had  re- 
minded people  that  when  looking  at 
the  spectacle  of  the  piny  people 
would  say;  "Thank  God,  that  i.s  only 
a  playl"  That  was  testimony  to 
the  contradictory  quahty  of  the 
drama:  first,  it  created  belief  in  the 
thing  which  was  being  enacted;  seo- 
<,iid,  the  audience  know  all  the  time 
tliat  Ihe  thing  being  enacted  WSR 
not  real,  'lliis  paradoxical  and  i  ijn 
tradlctory  thing  constituted  drama 
tic  Irony. 

All  drama.  It  was  contended,  wa*
